RUSSIAN LAW FOR AMERICANS 


W ill Get No Favors in Czar’s Domain 
After Dec. 31. 


W ashington, Dec. I L - The rights of 
Am erican citizens in 4usslan territory 
after the present treaty expires Dec. 
31 w ill be governed by the local laws 
of Russia, subject only to the com­ 
monly accepted principles of interna­ 
tional law'. 
This is the .substance of a 
reply made by the secretary of state 
to an Am erican firm engaged in Rus­ 
sian business. 
No favored nation treatm ent w ill ap­ 
ply between the two countries. 
The 
secretary’s letter added: 
“I am not w ithout hope that it may­ 
be perfectly feasible to arrive at such 
an adjustment of the several questions 
Involved as will obviate the possibil­ 
ity of the discrim inatory treatm ent of 
Am erican imports into Russia.
